The Play and the Preacher. 

An antagonist- to the theater—an 
able antagonist, too, one who wields 
trenchant arguments, yet in perfect 
fairness and good temper—enters the 
cclumns of The Constitution today 
with the communication of the Rev. 
Dr. D. W. Brannen, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Milledgeville, 
Ga. Since The Constitution has pre- 
sented the affirmative side of the 
question of “the church and the the- 
ater’ from its own viewpoint, as well 
as from that of the Rev. Dr. C. B. 
Wilmer, cf Atlanta, it is sheer justice 


that the negative side should have its | 
cay in court. 
Dr. Brannen’s rejoinder. 

It will be noted that Dr. Brannen 
bases his indictment, almost wholly, 
upon the testimony of two prominent 
aud highly respected clergymen—Dr. 
Theodore Cuyler and Dr. Buckley. In 
all fairness, are those who admit that 
they never attend a_ theatrical per- 
formance best qualified to speak 
upon the subject? 

And yet our good friend accepts the 
evidence of these two gentlemen— 
together with that of the “magazines” 
and “newspapers’’—as conclusively 
proving the unworthiness of the the- 
ater. He has not seen for himself; 
he has not given the other side a 
hearing; he appears to have con- 
demned solely on ex-parte evidence. 

As to Dr. Brannen’s counts: Those 
who do attend the theater in Atlanta 
and elsewhere will readily judge for 
themselves that our eminent ministe- 
rial correspondent has gathered an en- 
tirely erroneous idea as to the stage, 
There are, of course, some plays that 
may merit his criticism as to costume 
and character—or lack of character— 
but we hold that they are exceptions 
and not the rule. There are the “prob- 
lcm” plays—and whether they are 
productive of more good than harm is 
—a problem. But does Omnipotence 
endow us with judgment, if not to 
protect ourselves and those of imma- 
ture years against the improper exer- 
cise of it—whether on the stage_of 
the theater or the stage of life? 

What about “suggestive attitudes 
and expressions”? Identically the same 
reasoning applies. Those who go 
forth with nostrils distended for evil 
ocors are going to find them. The 
man or the woman who wishes to see 
the salacious, the deviljsh or sugges- 
tive in stage-land will be accomodated 
if he is hunting for that kind of a 
piay. If they wanted to see the same 
sides of life itself, and went about 
the quest with the proper enterprise

The point we make is that, as today 
constituted, the good, uplifting or 
harmless plays vastly outnumber the 
bad. The benefit conferred decisive- 
ly outweighs the mischief wrought— 
and that is the test. 

The theater, of course, has its 
transitions, and is susceptible to im- 
provement, as every other institution. 

We grant that there are unworthy, 
e10tic plays, pandering to the pervert- 
ed elemental instinct. The public 
conscience has repudiated them. It 
Las already turned away from such 
presentations, Look the country over, 
from Broadway in New York to San 
You will see, in the 
MAJORITY of the theaters of promi- 
nenee, convincing evidence of the re- 
vulsion of public taste. Strength is 
replacing puerility. Cleanliness is 
ousting dirt. The tortuous, question- 
able problem play is giving way to 
the play which either abounds in hu- 
mor that drives the cobwebs of worry 
and work and unhealthy introspection 
from the brain, that sheds light on 
some of the real and not the hypo- 
thetical problems of life, or that 
makes for higher intellectual develop- 
ment. An evening at “The Music 
Master,” or “The Little Minister,” for 
instance, is worth, in the moral lesson 
taught, any sermon that was ever 
preached. 

We do not hold a brief for the 
payer-folk, but we believe that they 
are, like other people—just human. 
We cannot agree with Dr. Brannen’s 
unqualified denunciation of their 
morals, which he declares makes them 
unfit instruments for the accomplish- 
ment of any good. There is even a 
species of cruelty in his expressions 
which hardly chime with the undoubt- 
ed tolerance of this good man. Those 
who live on the mountain tops cannot 
dissemble as successfully as those in- 
habiting the valleys. That is the 
crux of theatrical immorality—rather 
the reputation with which it has been 
maligned for these many years. The 
very prominence of the inhabitants of 
throws into glaring relief 
their foibles, their large and little 
vices, their weaknesses. Suppose that 
humanity generally—preachers as well 
—were compelled to live in the merci- 
less glare Of the lime-light, as are the 
men and women of the green-room. 
Heaven pity the skepticism, the cyni- 
cicm, the cruel disillusionments that 
would follow the process! And what 
about the masculine harpies that exact 
the fearful] toll of which Dr. Brannen 
speaks? Does not their yery presence 
put greater obligations of activity 
upon the church? 

The issue could not be summarized 
more forcefully than by an incident in 
which figures the Rev. Dr. John C. 
White, of Atlanta, and members of 
his congregation. Some years ago, 
when this distinguished minister first 
came to Atlanta, he delivered a ser- 
man in the course of which he used 
@n illustration from the beautiful play 
ot “Ben Hur.” At the conclusion of 
the meeting one of the good sisters 
approached him, her eyes fairly bulg- 
ing with horror, and asked: “Brother 
White, do YOU go to the theater?” 

“Yes,” quietly replied Dr. White, 
“when the play is of the right kind. 
Why not?” 

An approving murmur came from 
the other members standing about the 
minister. Not another dissenting 
voice. A sufficient answer to Dr. 
Brannen'’s declaration that the more 
stable church members ostracize the 
theater.

In the recent newspaper comment 
the shortage of preachers fn the various 
denominations and the disinclination§ of 
young men to enter the ministry, many 
plausible reasons were advanced, It was

Mr. Dales, of Washburn College, To- 
peka, Kan., Shows That ‘Malt 
Tonics,” Except Anheuser- 
Busch’s Malt-Nutrine and 
Wyeth’s, Are Really 
Beer.

Fixing Passenger Rates. 

The following is the bill introduced by 
Mr. Lusk fixing passenger rates at two 
and a half cents a mile: 

“Section |. Be it enacted by the legis- 
lature of Alabama. That from and after 
July |, 1907, the owners and operators 
of steam railroads in this state engaged 
in carrying passengers shall not charge 
exceeding 2% cents per mile per passen- 

er for carrying any passenger from one 
point to another in Alabama. 

‘Sec. 2. Any corporation, tpartnership, 
association or person owning or operat- 
ing such railroad: or officer, servant, or 
agent of any such, who shall Knowingly 
charge or accept fare at a higher rate 
than «mrescribed by this act shall be 
guiltv of a misdemeanor, and shall on 
conviction be fineg not less than $50.”’

or deliver to any (person or accept any 
free passes, tickets or free transporta- 
tion for passengers. or give, make or al- 
low any rebate, discount. or reduction 
from such rates as are offered or given 
to the public at large, except to its em-| 
ployees, its officers, agents, surgeons, | 
physicians and attorneys-at-law and! 
their immediate familles; to ministers! 
of religion, traveling secretaries of;

Young Men’s Christian Associations, in-| 
mates of hospitals and charitable and el-; 
eemosynary institutions, and persons ex-} 
clusively engaged in charitable and 
eleemosynary work; to indigent, destitute! 
and homeless persons, ang to such per- 
sons when transported by charitable so- 
cleties or hospitals, and thé necessary 
agents employed in such transportation; 
to inmates of the national homes or 
state homes for disabled volunteer sol- 
diers. and of soldiers’ and sailors’ homes, 
including those about to enter, and those 
returning home after discharge, and 
boards of managers of such homes; to 
necessary caretaker of live stock, poultry 
end fruit; to employees on sleeping cars 
and express cars, and to linemen ox tele-

pestilence or other calamitous visitation. 


Penalty Is Prescribed. 


“Gec, 2. Any common carrier, agent, 
servant, officer or employee of such 
common carrier violating this act shal) 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be imdicted as such corporation, as- 
sociation, partnership or person, and for 
each offense, on conviction, shall be fined 
not less than $!00 nor more than $2,000, 
or be imprisoned in the county jail or 
sentenced to hard labor for the county 
for not more than six months, one or 
both, at the discretion of the jury trying 
the case: and any person other than the 
persons excepted in this provision, who 
accepts or use any such free tickets, free 
passes or free transportation, rebate, dis- 
count or reduction, shall be subject to 
a like penalty. 

“Sec. 3. Witnesses before the grand jury, 
summoned to give evidence of any vio- 
lation of this law, may be required to 
answer generally as to any such offense 
within their knowledge, committed within 
twelve months next preceding. without 
being specially interrogated as to any 
particular offense, but no witness shall 
be prosecuted for any offense as to which 
he testifies before the grand jury, and 
any member of the grand jury may be a 
witness to prove that fact. 

“Sec. 4. Any person, who is summoned 
to go before the grand jury to answer as 
to any violation of the 'aw prohibiting 
free passes within his knowledge, and 
who fails and refuses to attend and tes- 
tify in obedience to such summons witn- 
out a good excuse, to be determined by 
the court, is guilty of contempt of court, 
and also a misdemeanor: and on convic- 
tion for such misdemeanor shall be fine? 
not igss than $100, nor more than $2,000, 
or imprisoned in the county aijl or sen- 
tenced to hard labor for the county for 
not more than sixsmonths, one or both,
